used.  Having  made  these  charges,  he  goes 
on  to  say  that  “  defects  ”  [in  the  bill]  of  the 
most  serious  character  have  since  been  dis¬ 
covered.”  Although  his  article  is  a  full 
half  column  loug,  he  does  not  indicate  a 
single  defect  Writers  of  "glittering  gen¬ 
eralities”  seldom  are  particular,  and,  for 
various  reasons,  but  chiefly  because  “  glit¬ 
tering  generalities”  are  used  for  the 
most  part  to  cover  some  ulterior  object 
Whether  the  object  in  this  instance  is  to 
excit^  a  suspicion  jn  the  public  mind  by 
these  inuendees  that  there  is  a  bona,  fide 
nigger  in  this  bill,  and  thus  seek  to  kill  it, 
\he  public  will  readily  discover.  The  few 
opponents  of  the  measure  endeavored  to

The  General  Railroad  Law  came  up  on 
Tueeday  in  the  Senate,  and  the  report  of 
the  Conference  Committee  was  Concurred 
The  House  amendments  wsre  then 
agreed  to,  so  that  the  bill  is  passed,  it  only 
remaining  to  engross  the  amendments  in 
the  body  of  the  act.
